EMTs could work on the woman patient in 
the back of the unit. 

The four in the ambulance and the 
woman who drove the car that struck the 
ambulance all were transported to different 
hospitals in several different ambulances. 

The incident began at about 12:46 p.m. 
Friday when motorists noticed a woman 
slumped over the wheel of her car on 
Haggerty Road between the railroad tracks 
and E. Huron River Dr. in VBT. 

VBT police and fire fighters responded 
to the call and the woman was found to be 
suffering from an apparent stroke. She was 


put into the HVA unit and the fire fighter 
took the wheel at about 12:56 p.m. and 
headed north to Beaumont. 

When they arrived at the Ecorse 
intersection, the ambulance driver slowed 
down through the intersection, as required, 
and was hit by the car, which flipped the 
ambulance over on its side, according to a 
report by the Michigan State Police.

Library gets largest

Just before Christmas the Belleville 
Area District Library received its largest 
legacy donation from the Atchinson Family, 
owners of the local Ford dealership. The 
$92,500 donation names the library atrium, 
at the entry, for the Atchinson Family, along 
with naming the outdoor flagpole for Todd 
Atchinson, who died Nov. 17 at the age of 
50.

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AA Environmental 
Commission seeks action 
on supply of KI tablets 


From the January newsletter of Citizens’ 
Resistance at Fermi Two (CRAFT): 

The City of Ann Arbor’s Environmental 
Commission wants to harmonize radiation 
protection for its citizens with what 
Canadians are now getting for the Fermi-2 
reactor. 

The commission unanimously approved 
the resolution co-authored by Beyond 
Nuclear asking that the Mayor and City 
Council request the Washtenaw County 
Public Health Department, the State of 
Michigan and the U.S. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission to strategically stockpile 
potassium iodide tablets (KI) for the 
population within the city, the county, 
and the 50-mile emergency planning zone 
around Fermi-2.

WHEREAS, the American Thyroid 
Association (ATA), a leading public health 
organization dedicated to the prevention and 
population-level risk reduction of thyroid 
disease, has called for the international 
harmonization of best-practice standards 
for direct pre-distribution and stockpiling 
of nonprescription potassium iodide (KI) 

around nuclear power plants; 

WHEREAS, timely and appropriate 
ingestion of KI is recognized around the 
world as a safe and effective public health 
protection measure for preventing cases 
of thyroid cancer caused by exposure to 
radioactive iodine (I-131) in the event of a 
nuclear accident; 

WHEREAS, Canada responded to Japan’s 
2011 Fukushima nuclear power plant 
accident by strengthening KI distribution 
requirements to improve radiological 
emergency preparedness for Canadians;

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Reps. Bellino, Howell: 
New law clears the way 
for wetlands restoration 


Aplan to cut senseless regulation standing 
in the way of local efforts to restore 
precious wetlands, spearheaded by Rep. 
Gary Howell and Rep. Joe Bellino was 
signed into law Jan. 4 by Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer. 

“Previously, the laws on the books treated 
volunteer organizations who wanted 
to restore our wetlands the same as big 
developers with plans to disrupt natural 
features,’ Howell, of North Branch, 
said. “This plan removes the obstacles 
to good stewardship of our wetlands and 
encourages conservation volunteerism.” 

Bellino of Monroe agreed: “Many of 
the regulations faced by volunteer groups 
simply don’t fit, and it made no sense to 
create needless complications and delays 
because the laws treated volunteers 
as though they were big development 
corporations. I am pleased to see this plan 
to help restore our wetlands signed into 
law.” 

The plan laid out in House Bills 5854 
and 5855, now Public Acts 561 and 562 
of 2018, establishes a voluntary wetland 
restoration permit process that allows 
the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources to better consider the effects of 
a proposed project as it relates to the health 
of the entire ecosystem. 

“This is a smart solution that will help 
restore more wetlands and benefit all of our 
fish and wildlife population,” Bellino said. 

“Public policy should reward and 
incentivize good stewardship of our natural 
resources, not serve as an obstacle, and that 
exactly what this bill achieves,’ Howell 
said. 

Rep. Bellino, R, represents Sumpter 
Township in Lansing.

David Allen Ladouceur, 52, of Van Buren 
Township, pled guilty to a reduced charge 
of misdemeanor assault and battery and the 
felonious assault charge was dropped. 
This was in 34" District Court Judge

felony, was dismissed. 

Bires said he had heroin and another drug 
on Aug. 9, 2017 in Van Buren Township. 

Bires’ retained attorney Steven Hyder 
said the prior convictions are not drug- 
related. He told Judge Parrott that his client 
is struggling with addiction and goes to the 
Rainbow Center every day for treatment, 
one on one with a counselor. He also 
attends Alcoholics Anonymous. 

Hyder said Bires has faced his problem 
and his family is supporting him. His father 
was in the courtroom with him. 

Judge Parrott granted him 7411 status 
and sentenced him to reporting probation, 
random testing, continuation with 
treatment at the Rainbow Center, a work 
crew assignment and a fine of $1,645. 

He had been free after posting 
$10,000/10% bond and the returned bond, 
less a small fee, was deducted from his 
total fine, leaving a balance of $545. 

Michael Lee Crane 

Michael Lee Crane, 41, was due for his 
probable cause conference on a felony 
charge of domestic violence on Dec. 19 in 
Sumpter Township, but he accepted a plea 
deal. 

Domestic violence — 3 offense was 
reduced by the Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecutor to simple domestic violence, a 
misdemeanor. 

Court-appointed defense attorney Mark 
Perceda said the prosecutor spoke with the 
victim and, “She’s good with this as long 
as he gets alcohol treatment.” 

Judge Parrot replied, “I’m not good with 
this...Third offense? I just had a second 
offense. They wanted me to slap them on 
the wrist...” 

Perceda asked to approach the bench with 
the prosecutor for a sidebar conference in 
private. Judge Parrott allowed the sidebar 
and did not look happy as the conversation 
continued. 

The case was put on hold as the defense 
attorney and prosecutor left the courtroom 
with Crane. 

When the case was recalled a short 
time later, Perceda asked that the plea be 
amended to no contest, since Crane has 
no recollection of the incident because of 
intoxication. 

Judge Parrott dismissed the felony 
charge as requested and accepted the 
misdemeanor plea. He sentenced Crane to 
15 months of probation, eight days on the 
work program, and a total fine of $1,945. 
He was sent to probation to be scheduled 
for all the stipulations of the sentence. 

Ayana Sharee Robinson 

Ayana Sharee Robinson was charged 
with misdemeanor domestic violence from 
an incident in a Van Buren Township group 
home. She was brought into the courtroom 
from lockup after being held in jail for a 
reported14 days. 

Her legal guardian and a representative 
from the group home were present and she 
was ready to plead no contest to the charge 
and return to the group home. 

“I’m unwilling to follow the sentencing 
agreement,” said Judge Parrott. “She’s 
not a candidate for a criminal charge. I’m 
going to give her credit for time served and 
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send her on her way.” 

Court-appointed defense attorney Jeff 
Bowdich said the prosecutor was behind 
the move for mercy in this case, since this 
is a special-needs defendant. 

“She is not a candidate for probation,” 
Judge Parrott said. “This is a social service 
issue not criminal. Probation is simply 
setting her up for failure.” He urged the 
defense attorney and prosecutor to go out 
and talk about this and come back before 
him. 

A short time later, the prosecutor was 
back before Judge Parrott to say they will 
stick with a disorderly count with a no- 
contest plea because there was a failure of 
recollection. Robinson spent 14 days in jail 
and a sentence of time served was good, 
she said. 

Judge Parrott said she was incarcerated 
on Dec. 18 and so he figures that as 16 days 
in jail, so that is her sentence. 

When it was over Robinson asked if 
she could go home now. The group home 
representative said, “Hey, gorgeous. Let’s 
go home” and they did.

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Paul Marcum recalls his death 20 years ago and why he came back

On Jan. 3, Paul Marcum of Van Buren 
Township recalled his death 20 years 
earlier and why he had to come back. 

He’s been telling the story of his out-of- 
body experience from the minute he was 
brought back to life with paddles from a 
heart attack. 

Marcum, now 70, was a minister at 
the Downriver Assembly of God in 
Ecorse in 1999, and it was a Sunday. He 
was scheduled to be a guest speaker in 
Romulus, but, 18” of snow fell that Sunday 
and all the churches were closed. 

He didn’t have anything else to do, so he 
decided to clean off the snow from his van. 
He used a broom and moved some of the 
heavy snow from the van. 

But he became lightheaded and weak. 
He went in the house and prayed and then 
went back out. He wasn’t feeling well and 
he finally realized he was having a heart 
attack. 

His wife Mary called for an ambulance, 
but it couldn’t get into his city street in 
Ecorse, so a fire truck was used to push the 
snow forward so the ambulance could get 
to him. 

He recalled his pain was a7 out of 10 and 
it took five minutes to get to Wyandotte 
Hospital. There he was given a drug called 
TPA that he was told could be fatal, but he 
did much better for two hours and then he 
coded -- died. 

He said he remembers instantly going to 
sleep and then he was in the Judgment Seat 
of Christ (2 Corinthians 5:8). 

“I walked in a big court room and looked 
around. I didn’t recognize anyone. Then, 
I saw Jesus behind a desk, talking and 
moving his head. I could see his features. 
My brother Billy, an ordained minister in 
West Virginia stood between us and told 
me, ‘Paul, go back and tell them there is a 
judgment.’” 

That’s when Marcum said he came back 
and saw a doctor with a beard looming 
over him holding heart paddles. He told 
them immediately that he had an out-of- 
body experience and saw Jesus. 

They put a stent in his “widow maker,” 
the 100% clogged artery, and then put him 
on a heart pump and in a special ambulance 
to transfer him to Oakwood Hospital, 
which had better facilities. 

In the ambulance with him was a young 
doctor with a Detroit Tigers cap on his 
head, a male and a female paramedic, and 


a driver. 

They had heard about his out-of-body 
experience and asked him to tell about it, 
so he whispered the story. He said it was 
difficult with the heart pump on him and he 
was weak, but he told his story. 

Marcum said he recalls the female 
paramedic was crying and said she wanted 
to be saved. He said he told her, “You can 
get saved right now.” He said he had saved 
hundreds of people in his career in the 
church. 

The doctor took off his Tiger cap and 
said, he wanted to be saved, too. So did the 
other two. They prayed together. 

Marcum told them they didn’t have to 
belong to any denomination or religion, 
they just had to ask. “Believe in your heart, 
confess with your heart and you will be 
saved,” he said, citing Romans 10: 9-10. 

Marcum said his oldest son, Bo, who 
was away from the Lord at the time, was 
the first family member to join him at 
Oakwood. 

“I told him, it’s real. I just saw Jesus,” 
he recalls. He remembers how this touched 
his son. 

He said after treatment he got out of the 
hospital and could hardly walk. He said he 
had a pacemaker and a defibrillator. 

He now goes to a doctor at Michigan 
Heart Center. He said a heart normally 
works at 55-70% of capacity and his heart 
was 35% when his heart attack happened. 
He said his doctor said now it is 18-20%. 

He’s been taken by ambulance five times 
since then and retired from the ministry in 
2013 to reduce the stress. 

After his heart attack, he was concerned 
about the cost of the treatment, some 
$30,000 worth, but between the time he 
went in to the hospital on Sunday and got 
out on Thursday, his wife had received 
$15,000 in donations from churches that 
knew him. At that point he had been an 
evangelist for five years. 

He went to work for Ford Motor Co. 
when he first came to Michigan from West 
Virginia. His brother Billy led him to the 
Lord in 1978 and he left Ford after 15 years 
to become a minister. He was ordained by 
Assembly of God 40 years ago. 

He said his World Church Organization 
insurance he had paid his hospital bills. 

He said he and his wife, who celebrated 
their 50" wedding anniversary last June, 
purchased their house in Ecorse for 
$28,000. After his heart attack, his brother 
came from West Virginia and redid the

house for them and they were able to sell it 
for $85,000 when they left Ecorse to come 
to the Belleville area in 2002. 

He said he was in Honduras on a 
missionary trip when God told him to 
come to Belleville. He said he prayed with 
his sons the next morning and the next day 
he got a call from a pastor in Cheboygan. 

“I saw you and your sons pray in a 
vision,” the pastor told him. “You need 
to do whatever it is, so we can get some 
sleep.” 

Marcum said when he got to Belleville 
there were 10 members at the church at 870 
Savage Road. 

He brought 15 members with him and the 
church returned to the Assembly of God 
denomination. The River of Life Assembly 
of God now has attendance of 200-250 in 
two services every Sunday. 

The church is planning to break ground on 
a new sanctuary this summer and members 
are going through the preliminaries with 
Van Buren Township building officials. 
Assembly of God members in different 
building fields will be coming in RVs to 
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help with the construction. 

He said he goes to church regularly, but 
his sons now are pastoring the church. 
Eddie Marcum is the senior pastor and 
Stephen Marcum is assistant pastor. 

Marcum said since it was the 20" 
anniversary of his near-death experience, 
he felt moved to share it with Independent 
readers. Maybe a heart will be touched, he 
said.

“You would have to take that up with your 
landlord or an attorney,’ Mayor Conley 
replied and Eileen said she has taken it up 
with the landlord. She said this is not in the 
lease. 

Eileen came to the city because that’s 
who sent the tax bill, but Mayor Conley 
said the city sent the bill, but the money is 
a pass-through to the school. 

Eileen said their home had been without 
water for three days without any notice

It was suggested she might want to call 
the health department and she said she 
would do that.

The United States Merchant Marine 
Academy is a federal service academy that 
educates and graduates licensed Merchant 
Marine officers. In addition to the rigorous 
academic and physical requirements for 
admission, applicants must be nominated 
by their Congressman or Senator. 

All USMMA graduates earn both a 
Bachelor of Science degree and a Merchant 
Marine Officer license, and incur an 
obligation to serve the country as an active 


or reserve officer in the U.S. armed forces. 

Last year marked the 75th anniversary 
of the dedication of the U.S. Merchant 
Marine Academy (1943-2018).
